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Leaving town? Tell the police

BOYNE CITY - Stop in at the city 
police department if you are going on 
vacation—or even leaving town for just 
a couple of days. 


That's the message in Residential 
’ Security Check. 

It has.always been going on, actually, 
but late last. fall the concept was 
systematized. City Manager Tim Clifton 
believes wider use of the service would 
cut down on breaking and enterings, 
which Police Chief John Talboys says 

_ constitutes the-most serious crime in the 
aréa. 

Last year, Talboys ‘said, there were 
five B&Es, only one of which, however, 
was on the security list. Being on the list 
means, Talboys said, that police have a 
fresher trail, and it is much more likely 
the culprit will be caught than if the 
problem isn't’ picked up until the 
owner's return. 

_ It also means that with the daily check 

going on, a person would think twice 

before making.a theft. 

- “Residential Security Check is a 

continuous program,”’ said Talboys. 
‘‘We want the ‘people to contact us if 

they're going to. be gone for a weekend 


The snow is deep and the wind cuts. 
The ‘sheriff's department gets out the 
snowmobile to make their routine 
off-the-road residential security check. 

The winter, of course, is the toughest 
time. That's when most of the work 
must be done with many vacation 
homes closed.and vacant. 

But Sheriff George Lasater says the 
department encourages anyone going 
for.a weekend or a week’s vacation to 
contact the department. 

_ ‘*Most of our B and E’s (breaking and 
enterings) are done by local people,’’ he 
said. ‘Therefore they know they’re 
going to be gone."’ 

Lasater set up his program 4‘ years 
ago. People out in the county who will 
be away are encouraged to stop by and 
fill out a one-page form telling such

Are you going away for a few 
days or longer? 

Police agencies have these sug- 
gestions for minimizing the possi- 
bility of a break-in at your home: 


1, Lock all doors and windows. It 
sounds elementary. but surprising- 
ly many peopole forget. 


2. Tell a neighbor you can trust 
that you will be gone and ask them 
to watch your house. 


3. Stop your mail and news- 


or a longer period of time.” 


He said residents can come down to 
the police station and fill out a card with 
the dates of their absence, and other 
information—such as where they will 
be, if there is a warning device, and so 
on. 


The information may be phoned in. 
Talboys said, but he prefers having the 
people come in. 


things as where they can be contacted. 
who has a key, and including a map 
showing how to get there. The depart- 
ment does not keep keys. 

A copy goes to the nearest sub- 
station at Bovne Falls, Beaver Island or 
East Jordan, or to the service officer at 
the department who will take care of 
that check. 

Checks are done during times when 
the complaint load is light. '*We hit as 
many off the road as time permits,” 
Lasater said, even though the owners 
may not have requested a check. 

But specific requests are helpful. 

An example of the problem when 
someone does not fill out the form was 
one occasion when the department 
answered a fire alarm. 

When the officer arrived, no fire.

The card goes into the police car and 
every check—often more than one a 
day—is entered on the card. 

Not only theft, but other difficulties 
may be prevented, Talboys noted. A 
winter storm could blow in a window, 
for example, he said. Damage from 
such accidental problems ‘can be 
minimized by quick attention. 

This program of surveillance doesn't 
mean that attention from other services 


Everything shut up tight. It took 45 
minutes to go back to town to locate the 
distant owner, who, by the way, had 
plugged into the sheriff's fire-alarm 
phone without informing him. 

They returned. broke the window, 
and were nearly knocked over by a blast 
of heat. The bathroom heater had been 
left on. Lasater said in another hour 
there would have been. an explosion 
from the accumulation of heat in the 
tightly shut house. That was a precious 
45 minutes, he noted. 

The department responded to 69 
burglar or fire alarms last year, Lasater 
said, but only five were valid. ‘‘Not a 
very good average,’' he added. 

“You realize we go all out to answer 
an alarm."’ Then it turns out it was a 
relative or a workman who was asked to

‘It's a proven fact that the more 
activity there is around a house. the 
better...Up in this part of the country,"’ 
he said, ‘unattended buildings seem to 
be the biggest problem, whereas in the 
cities, it's the more violent crimes.” 

If residents have service people with 
keys to the house, going in during their 
absence. adjusting heat. water, and 
such, that’s not competition, Talboys 
said. That's just more of that beneficial 
activity. 

If neighbors will keep an eye out, that 
is something to be continued. also, he 
said. 

Residential Security Check doesn't 
cost the taxpayers or the city any more, 
Talboys said. The policemen are on 
patrol anyway, and the close check 
takes just a few minutes. 

Besides the residential check, the 
department also conducts an- annual 
Commercial Security Check. This in- 
volves going over the inside and outside 
of business buildings in the city, 
checking for dark areas. weak fasten- 
ings. and so on. 

Talboys. who has been chief since 
1966, hopes that everyone will take 
advantage of the service. 


Sheriff's Dept. will check on country homes.

Some people hire private agencies to 
check their homes while they are gone. 
Lasater emphasized. ‘‘We are not 
competing with private enterprise." 
The more people making the check, the 
better. he said. 

People, who want the sheriff to send 
them a monthly report while they are 
gone, may leave self-addressed, 
stamped envelopes with him. Reports 
will be sent out with the times of 
inspection listed. On all forms this 
information appears, and it includes the 
name of who did the inspecting. 

The department also does a commer- 
cial check as a matter of procedure.

The 84-page book. written by middle -school history teacher’: 
Bob Morgridge. is titled * ‘Settlers to Sidewalks: A History of 
Boyne City, From its Beginning to the End of the Booming 


“dream cabin” - which they immediately claimed as their 


home. These hardy pioneers were John and Harriet Miller, and 
they began a residency that marks the beginrting of the history 
of Boyne. Their reason for coming to Boyne is one of the 


remarkable stories in Michigan history. 


John Miller was born on October 10, 1811, in a land of small 
farms, pastures, and great peat bogs. He was the son of a 
Scotch-Irish father, Hugh Miller, and his wife, Agnes. John’s 
birthplace was in St. Andres Town Land in the county of Down, 
Ireland. In 1823, John and his parents emigrated to the United 
States. Landing in New York, they pushed north and westward 
across the state, finally settling on a “tract of wild land” in up- 
state New York. On Christmas Day in.1840, John married a six- 
teen year old Canadian born girl by the name of Harriet Russell. 
She had been born to Irish parents, and John met her while she 
was visiting relatives in St. Lawrence County, New York. Two 
children were born into the Miller family: Hugh, on February 
14, 1842 and James the following year. In 1843, the Millers bought 
a farm in Oswegotchie Township, St. Lawrence County. 

For twelve years the Millers cleared their Land, plowed their 
soil, hoed their garden, and apparently led a contented life. It is 
said that on one morning in 1855, Harriet Miller awoke from a 
strange dream. In her dream she envisioned a lake to the west 
which was shaped like a bear and had an abandoned cabin at its 
eastern end. Convinced that she must seek out this mysterious 
place, Harriet persuaded her husband to sell their land, pack 


their bags and head westward.
